ble characler.  Mr.  Hays,  a gen- 
tleman of  fortune,  being  on  his  way 
to  O.xfoid  on  a vifit  to  a relation, 
put  up  at  Bradford’s.  He  there 
joined  company  with  two  gentlemen 
with  v.'hom  he  lapped,  end  in  con- 
vcrfaiio.n  unguardedly’'  mentioned 
that  he  had  about  him  a large  fum 
of  morey.  In  due  time  they  reti- 
red to  their  refj)e(B.ive  chambers  ; 
the  gentlemen  to  a two  bedded 
room  ; leaving,  as  is  culloniary  with 
many,  a candle  burning  in  the  chiin- 
xicy  corner.

This  extraordinary  affair  was  the 
converfation  of  the  whole  country’. 
Bradford  was  tried  over  and  over  a- 
gain  in  every  company.  In  the 
midlb  of  all  tliis  pre-determination 
came  on  the  aflizts  at  Oxford  ; 
Bradford  was  brought  to  trial  ; hr 
plead  not  guilty.  Nothing  could 
be  more  llrong  than  the  evidence  of 
the  two  gentlemen  ; they  tclb'.fi 
to  the  finding  Mr.  Hays  uvurdered 
in  his  bed;  Brad'ord  at  the  fide  of 
the  body  with  a light  and  a knife; 
the  knife  and  the  hand  which  held 
it  bloody  ; that  on  tl;eir  entering  the 
room  he  betrayed  all  the  fi.rns  of  a 
guilty  man  ; and  that  a few  moments 
preceding  they  I;eard  the  groans  of 
the  daceafed. 

Bradl'ord’s  defence  on  the  trial 
was  the  fame  as  before  the  gentle- 
men ; he  had  heard  a nolle  ; lie  fuf- 
pe-SleJjfome  villainy  wastranfacbing ; 
he  Itruck  a light;  he  fnaiched  a 
knife  (the  only  weapon  near  him) 
to  defend  himfelf  ; and  terrors  lie 
difeovered  were  merely  tlie  terrors 
of  humanity,  tho  natural  effefls  of 
innocence  as  well  as  guilt,  on  be- 
holding fuel;  a horrid  fccne.  This 
defence,  however,  could  ba  confl- 
dered  but  as  weak,  coniralbed  with 
the  feveral  powerful  circumflances 
againft  him.
